Nearly 100 Air Canada flight at¬ 
tendants and about 200 of their 
supporters rallied in Grand Pa¬ 
rade yesterday against plans to 
axe the Halifax base. 

Lisa Vivian Anthony, the local 
union representative, accused 
Air Canada of using scare tactics. 

“This is the end of an era,” she 
said. “This is a big business deci¬ 
sion and (Air Canada) needs to 
be accountable for that.” 

Air Canada is planning to lay 
off the 187 flight attendants 
based in Halifax in November as 
part of its plans to cut 2,000

jobs countrywide. Half of those 
affected were working yester¬ 
day. 

Mayor Peter Kelly and MPs 
Alexa McDonough and Geoff 
Reagan joined union speakers in 
urging the flight crews to fight 
on yesterday. Similar rallies 
were held from Montreal to Van¬ 
couver, with 300 people march¬ 
ing in Winnipeg, the other base 
to be shut down. 

Anthony is optimistic the lay¬ 


off decision can be reversed and 
she accused Air Canada of play¬ 
ing dirty.

Sailors plead, get 14 days 

Judge gives minimum sentence to two Filipinos in child porn case

Two Filipino sailors were 
released from jail yester¬ 
day after pleading guilty 
to possessing child 
pornography. 

Judge Flora Buchan ac¬ 
cepted a joint recommen¬ 
dation of the Crown and 
defense in her ruling, 
handing the sailors the 
minimum Criminal Code 
sentence of 14 days. 

Because Jose Ervin 
Porquez, 37 and Ernesto 
Fadol Basanes, 43, had al¬ 
ready spent eight days in 
jail before their trial, they 


were released on the basis 
of time served. Time spent 
in jail before a trial counts 
as double time. 

Buchan also ordered the 
men to submit a blood 
sample for the national 
DNA database before let¬ 
ting them go. 

The men were arrested 
July 21 after customs offi¬ 
cers searched their lap¬ 
tops aboard the M/T Nego¬ 
tiator, an oil tanker that 
was docked at the Dart¬ 
mouth oil refinery. 

Basanes, the ship’s sec¬ 
ond mate, possessed a 
DVD movie plus six im¬ 
ages on his computer. 

Porquez, the chief cook,

had obtained the same six 
images from Basanes’ 
computer. 

Altogether there were 
16 different images depict¬ 
ing 18 different children, 
some as young as seven, in 
various sexual positions.

Porquez’s lawyer Patrick 
McEwan said his client 
had no idea what he was 
putting on his computer 
when he downloaded the 
images, but admitted to 
looking at them. 

Both men faced charges 
of possessing child porn 
and violating the Customs 
Act by smuggling child 
pornography. An addition¬ 


al charge against Basanes 
for distributing child porn 
was dropped yesterday. 

During the sentencing, 
Buchan called the men’s 
crimes “horrific,” saying 
that because child pornog¬ 
raphy images can be re¬ 
peatedly viewed, the 
youth are victimized over 
and over. 

She said the sentence 
seems small considering 
the circumstances, but she 
took into account the fact 
that they showed remorse 
and entered guilty pleas. 

Buchan also dropped 
the $50 victim fine sur¬ 
charge at their attorneys’ 
request.

speech recognition Saint 
Mary’s University received 
almost a quarter of a mil¬ 
lion dollars from the fed¬ 
eral government yesterday 
to help it expand the use 
of speech-recognition 
technologies. 

Based on the “Liberated 
Learning” software, the 
project team will use 
speech recognition to au¬ 
tomatically caption live 
speech and produce 
searchable multimedia 
transcripts. 

SMU is receiving 
$229,951 to work with 
Trent University, IBM Re¬ 
search, the Canadian Hard 
of Hearing Association, 
the Learning Disabilities 
Association of Canada and 
the Neil Squire Society to 
expand the use of speech- 
recognition technology in 
learning, workplace and 
social environments. 

SMU will implement 
and research emerging 
speech recognition 
technologies that can 
increase information 
accessibility for Canadians 
with disabilities. 

“Our government is 
working towards creating 
greater opportunities for 
Canadians with 
disabilities,” said Lynne 
Yelich, spokeswoman for 
Human Resources

All health care, social se¬ 
curity, pensions and nearly 
all hospitals have been pri¬ 
vatized in Colombia, lead¬ 
ing 135,000 workers to lose 
their jobs, CUPE says. Near¬ 
ly 3,000 trade unionists 
have been murdered since 
the mid-’80s. 


Even though her life has 
been threatened, Bolanos 
says she will continue to 
fight. 

“Part of the work that we 
do are some seeds that (we 
have) planted so that those 
who come behind us are 
able to see the fruits of the 
labour or to finish planting 
the seeds,” she said.

AECL’s chairman quit in 
December, and in January, 
Ottawa fired the head of 
the Canadian Nuclear Safe¬ 
ty Commission. 

A damning report by 
three independent consult¬ 
ants said officials from AE- 
CL and the commission of¬ 
ten ignored standard pro¬ 
cedures that would have

The gift or inheri¬ 
tance will not be taxed in 
your son’s hands, however 
you may be subject to tax 
at your marginal rate. 
Capital assets, such as 
stocks, real estate, mutual 


funds, etc., are deemed 
sold at fair market value 
when the title changes 
hands or when you pass 
away. 

Investing for the future 
does not necessarily mean 
savings. Consider the cost 
of education as an invest¬ 
ment and not money lost. 
Some parents would prefer 
to gift the value of educa¬ 
tion today and have their 
child reap the benefits in 
the future. 

A typical Canadian uni¬ 
versity could cost between 
$30,000 to $70,000 (if your 
child studies away from 
home) for a four-year un¬ 
dergraduate degree. Some 
post-graduate degrees will 
cost considerably more. 
Check into scholarships or 
student loans. A tuition 
credit can be claimed by

Beijing full of challenges 

Pollution, tainted food among issues facing athletes at Summer Games

An elite international 
sporting event inevitably 
comes with host city bag¬ 
gage. Beijing is no excep¬ 
tion — the Chinese capital 
has been criticized for 
everything from human 
rights practices to unsafe 
food. 

For coaches and athletes 
traveling to the city for the 
upcoming Summer 

Olympics, dealing with is¬ 
sues that could negatively 
impact an athlete’s 
Olympic experience re¬ 
mains an ongoing chal¬ 
lenge. 

“There are three big is¬ 
sues here — the heat, the 
pollution and the food,” 
said Derek Evely, an ath¬ 
letics coach who co-trains 
Olympic athletes like de¬ 
fending 400-metre indoor 
champion Tyler Christo¬ 
pher and relay athletes 
Emmanuel Parris and 
Pierre Browne. 

There is not much the 
city can do for thermome¬ 
ter readings — Beijing’s 
average maximum tem¬ 
perature for August is 
about 30°C — but meas¬ 
ures are in place to ad¬ 
dress their reputation for 


perennially grey skies. The 
city ordered neighbouring 
smog-producing plants to 
cease operation or drasti¬ 
cally reduce emissions and 
took roughly half of all pri¬ 
vate vehicles off the roads 
this past Sunday, regulat¬ 
ing numbers via odd- and 


even-numbered license 
plates. 

But Megan Metcalfe, a 
track and field athlete and 
member of Canada’s 2008 
Olympic Team, viewed the 
pollution as a secondary 
problem. “Our team doc¬ 
tor has told us that there is 
nothing to panic (about), 
the pollution is only an ir¬ 
ritant and should not have 
an effect on performance,” 
she said. “I am more con¬ 
cerned about competing 
in the heat and humidity.” 

Most Canadian athletes 
competing in outdoor 
events will acclimatize to 


Beijing during a 2 to 3 
week training camp in Sin¬ 
gapore. To help combat 
the heat whilst in the host 
city, Evely and his col¬ 
leagues are dishing out ad¬ 
vice that sounds similar to 
suggestions a recuperating 
invalid might receive: Stay 
off your feet and stay in¬ 
doors. 

The food issue is trickier. 
Questionable local food 
made headlines last 
month when Chinese 
Olympian Ouyang Kun- 
peng told domestic media 
he accidently ingested the 
banned substance clen- 


buterol, a bodybuilding 
aid, after eating tainted 
meat at a barbecue. He 
was banned from competi¬ 
tion for life. 

Susie Langley, a dieti¬ 
cian and Ontario represen¬ 
tative of the Canadian 
Sport Centre, believes 
Canadian athletes will stay 
away from local meat en¬ 
tirely. 

“No athlete wants to 
train this hard to get to 
Beijing and then jeopard¬ 
ize testing positive from 
eating local food that 
might be tainted with 
steroids.”

Godfrey may be ready to bolt Jays 

Team president may not seek contract extension after season ends 


Paul Godfrey’s contract as 
president of the Blue Jays 
expires after this season 
and he isn’t sure whether 
he’d like to remain in 
charge of the frustrated 
franchise. 

“It’ll probably be up to 
me,” Godfrey told me in an 
interview yesterday, “but I 
haven’t made up my mind 
if I want to keep doing this. 
I’m undecided.” 

It’s been a turbulent sea¬ 
son for Canada’s MLB club, 
never having truly chal¬ 
lenged in the AL East. Fu¬ 
ture Hall of Famer Frank 
Thomas and manager John 
Gibbons were both un¬ 
loaded in controversial 
moves and general manag¬ 
er J.P. Ricciardi and his 
front-office crew almost 
certainly will be dumped 



sooner or later. 

If Godfrey isn’t back, 
sources suggest Jays owner 
Ted Rogers and his aides 
will pursue either Paul 
Beeston or John Tory as his 
replacement. Beeston, a 
former president of the 
Jays, is retired. Tory, a for¬ 
mer commissioner of the 
CFL, is the leader of On¬ 
tario’s Progressive Conser¬ 
vative party.

Diary makes diet easier 

Keeping track of intake can double weight loss: Study 


If you’re attempting to 
lose weight, keeping a 
food diary may make 
you more aware of 
your food intake. 



Celebrate another 
year older in style 


It won’t burn many calories 
on its own, but if you’re 
looking to lose weight, the 
most important exercise 
you can do is to pick up a 
pen and write. 

Dieters can increase their 
weight loss twofold by simply 
keeping a daily diary of what 
they eat, a large new U.S. 
study says. 

"The more food records you 
keep, the more weight you 
lose," says psychologist Victor 
Stevens, senior investigator 
with the Kaiser Permanente 
Centre for Health Research in 
Portland, Ore. and a study co¬ 
author. ’And the good news is 
that's a technique that any¬ 
one can use." 

The study will be published 
in the August edition of the 
American Journal of Preven¬ 
tive Medicine. The 20-week 
study was part of a three-year 
research program that in¬ 
volved some 1,700 over¬ 
weight people who were 
placed on fruit- and veg¬ 


etable-rich diets. 

It showed that people who 
kept no daily food records lost 
an average of four kilograms, 
while those who kept six or 
more per week lost an aver¬ 


age of eight kilograms. 

Stevens says a diary makes 
it plain to dieters where it 
would be easiest to cut out 
calories. "You would think 
people would know ... where 
the extra calories are coming 
from, but they don't," Stevens 
says. 

The diaries were simple 
tabulations of what you ate, 
the quantity, and the calories 
each item contained, Stevens 
says. ’And you look at that list 
and say 'Well, wow, I can re¬ 
duce the calories in my lunch, 
that would be easy.' 

"Then they develop plans to 
deal with that. And that's a 
critical part of the process. 
You need a specific plan of ac¬ 
tion, rather than some vague 
notion that you'll just eat 
less." 

And keeping track of food 
intake as the day goes on also 
allows dieters to see how well 
they are keeping to their 


Diet vs. Exercise 


• Study co-author Victor 
Stevens says exercise pales 
in importance to diary keep¬ 
ing, especially in the early 
stages of weight loss. He 
says the study's goal was to 
reduce calories by 500 a day, 
far easier to achieve through 
dieting than exercise.

plans, Stevens says. 

Stevens also says dieters 
who attempt weight loss 
within a social network are 
also much more successful at 
dropping excess pounds. 

The study found that each 
social session study dieters 
attended — where they 
would discuss their successes 
and failures — was worth 0.3 
kilograms in extra weight

say, ‘God, this looks like 
fun,’ ... and hop on a plane 
and work with some really 
gifted young people in Ot¬ 
tawa and have it turn out 
to be a terrific little retro 
experience,” Englund said. 

The California native 
trained as a classical actor 
at Michigan’s Oakland Uni¬ 
versity where the Meadow 
Brook Theatre was at the 
time affiliated with the 
Royal Academy of Dramat¬ 
ic Art. 

Along with his fellow 
thespians, the high-quality 
theatre emanating from 
Stratford, Ont., dazzled En¬ 
glund. He recalls the group 
would occasionally pool 
money for gas, pile into a 
car and head to Stratford 
or Toronto back in the ear¬ 
ly 1970s. “I remember see¬ 
ing Christopher Plummer 
in the pub once (in Strat¬ 
ford) and thinking, 
‘Omigod, this is where I 
want to be — I want a 
turtleneck ... and a cor¬ 
duroy jacket,”’ Englund 
said, with a laugh. 

“I would have been hap¬ 
py to have retired to Strat¬ 
ford and been a spear carri¬ 
er,” Englund said, until the 
politics — read: behind- 
the-scenes backstabbing - 
turned him off. 

One night, while nursing 
a bottle of wine after a per¬ 
formance in Michigan, he 
caught Martin Scorsese’s 
Boxcar Bertha on TV, real¬ 
ized he knew most of the 
crew on the film and decid¬

ed to head back to Califor¬ 
nia to try his luck on the 
silver screen. 

Englund’s first role — a 
sizeable one — was as 
Whitey in Buster and Bil¬ 
lie, a southern-fried tear- 
jerker starring Jan-Michael 
Vincent and involved wear¬ 
ing loads of skin-whitening 
makeup. (The character 
was albino.) 

Next came a role in V, a 
TV miniseries in which En¬ 
glund played a benevolent 
alien, a show that drew an 
international following. 

While on hiatus, En¬ 
glund agreed to do a “little 
movie” with horrormeister 
Wes Craven. “They re¬ 
leased this Nightmare On 
Elm Street on the East 
Coast only, and without 


any hype or fanfare, it took 
off. And the rest is history,” 
he said. 

Englund enjoys Freddy 
Krueger’s iconic status and 
the fact that the character 
has been the subject of var¬ 
ious scholarly theses. 

His friendship with oth¬ 
er actors who encountered 
fame, only to see their ca¬ 
reers later wither, allowed 
Englund to embrace the 
fame of playing a monster. 

“I knew Gary Busey back 
then and Mark Hamill was 
sleeping on my couch and I 
watched the travails they 
went through with their 
success and I just decided 
to embrace it. I just decid¬ 
ed to kind of go with the 
flow,” Englund said.

The Band's Visit 

Director: Eran Kolirin 
Stars: Ahuva Keren, Ronit Elk- 
abetz, Sasson Gabai, and 
Khalifa Natour 
Rating: PG -13 
THE BAND’S VISIT, 

the charming 
film about a 
touring Egypt¬ 
ian police or¬ 
chestra that 
winds up 
spending a 
night in the 
wrong Israeli 
town, begins 
with a humble 
disclaimer: 

“Not many re¬ 
member this. 

It was not that important.” 

It’s a perfect summary of 
precisely why writer-direc¬ 
tor Eran Kolirin’s fairy tale 
works so well. There is no 
air of importance here. 
There is no attempt to 
manufacture Middle East 
peace. A group of Arabs 
cannot transform an Israeli 
town overnight. But what 
if a few Israelis and a few 
Arabs could achieve a glim¬ 
mer of understanding be¬ 
tween them? It makes for 
an almost believable fairy 


tale. There is chemistry 
among the three leads: the 
starchy police colonel and 
band conductor Tawfiq 
(Sasson Gabai), the 
younger, less 
repressed vi¬ 
olinist Haled 
(Saleh Balcri) 
and the Is¬ 
raeli restau¬ 
rant owner 
Dina (a mes¬ 
merizing 
Ronit Ellca- 
betz, who 
appears to 
have escaped 
from an 

Almodovar 
film). 

For a 

movie about an orchestra, 
there’s an awful lot of si¬ 
lence in The Band’s Visit, 
and it’s used to beautiful 
effect, subtly underscoring 
cultural differences, such 
as the way Tawfiq’s eyes 
can’t help but linger on Di¬ 
na’s red-painted toenails. 

It’s too bad the DVD is al¬ 
so silent on the back¬ 
ground of the film. There’s 
a short making-of fea- 
turette, but it tells us little 
about the cast, an intrigu¬ 
ing mix of mostly Israeli 


and Palestinian actors. The 
film is fiction, but behind 
the scenes are two oppos¬ 
ing cultures coming to¬ 
gether. It may not be im¬ 
portant, but more insight 
would surely be interesting 
to the many fans of this 
award-winning film.

pediency. The ante has 
been upped considerably 
this time, because Harold 
and Kumar are chasing 
freedom (and girls) rather 
than burgers (and girls). 

Thanks to pothead 
Kumar’s jonesing to join a 
different kind of Mile High 
Club, they manage to get 
themselves branded as 
fugitive terrorists pursued 
by an unhinged Homeland 
Security boss (Rob 
Corddry) and detained at 
Gitmo, 
though they 
soon escape. 

Along the 
way the duo 
brutally lam¬ 
poon racial 
stereotypes 
of every 
stripe, taking 
no prisoners 
in their rain¬ 
bow coalition 
ofrude 
calamity. 

They’re 
like Borat without the 
moustache and with a bet¬ 


ter grasp of American cul¬ 
ture, and it’s this satiric 
subtext that saves the show 
from its worst excesses. 

You’ll only enjoy this 
movie if you can appreci¬ 
ate the lighter side of KKK 
rallies, presidential 
potheads, one-eyed 
rednecks, full-frontal nud¬ 
ists (of both genders) and 
Homeland Security fascists 
who mistake the U.S. Bill 
of Rights for toilet paper.
